A RAIL campaigner from 
Sittingboume has spoken of his 
delight after Yourswale tracked 
down his lost 10,000-name petition. 

Harry Farrow spent 18 months drumming- 
up support for his free rail travel campaign for 
the over-60s - finally delivering his petition to 
10 Downing Street, in August this year. 

However, the retired painter and decorator 
was left “gutted” after bungling Government 
officials misplaced the box containing his 
campaign sheets. 

Despite the best efforts of a raft of officials, 
including MP Gordon Henderson, the where¬ 
abouts of Mr Farrow’s petition remained a 
mystery for more than three months - until 
reporter Jill Hurst got on the case - tracking it 
down to an obscure department at the 
Ministry of Transport. 

Hearing the news Mr Farrow said: “I’m 
absolutely delighted to hear Yourswale has 
tracked down my petition. I was gutted to hear 
it had been lost. This is fantastic news. 
Yourswale is the best. I can’t thank you enough.” 

Locating the petition means Mr Farrow is 
well on his way to getting his campaign debat¬ 
ed by the full council, in chambers, at Kent 
County Council. 

On hearing the news, Mr Henderson said: “I 
don’t know how Jill did it, but well done to her. 
We have been pressing the DfT almost on a 
daily basis for the return of the petition and

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Cuts may even 
add to cost of 
burying a child

CASH-strapped Swale 
council says things have got 
so bad it may have to charge 
for child burials and the col¬ 
lection of clinical waste. 

Council leader Andrew Bowles 
said there was no room for senti¬ 
ment as the organisation braced 
itself for the biggest financial chal¬ 
lenge in its history. 

Speaking exclusively to Yourswale, 
Councillor Bowles said: “It’s a very 
emotive subject but we have to look 
at every penny we spend. It’s not 
about being petty, things are likely to 
get tougher to the point they are 
almost impossible.” 

Children under the age of 12 are 
currently buried free of charge in 
Swale. However, in future this could 
soar to as much as £177. 

If the authority decides to charge 
for the collection of clinical waste - 
including used needles - it would be 
the first authority, nationally, to do so. 

Councillor Bowles added: “We 
have to ask do we pay for services 
used by a small minority or do we 
charge those who use the service?” 

The news comes as council man¬ 
agers struggles to find additional 
revenue through fees and charges. 

A raft of proposals will go before

the executive committee this 
evening (December 8) including an 
increasing in the cost of wheelie bins 
- a 360 litre bin is set to cost 14 per 
cent more at £56 while the cost of a 
1,100 litre bin is set to rise to £395. 

Additionally, car parking fees 
could increase by 14 per cent; food 
export certificates by 20 per cent 
and requests for planning or envi¬ 
ronmental information could climb 
to as much as £56 for thirty minutes 
of advice. 

Swale council needs to save £5 
million over the next three years. 
Precies details of the savings 
required for the next financial year 
will not be released until central 
Government has announced what 
the revenue support grant will be.

“I very much hope KCC will agree 
to work with Southeastern Railways 
to introduce a reasonably priced con¬ 
cessionary rail fare system for the 
over-60s. “ 

Mike Whiting, KCC councillor for 
Swale central, added: ;< Well done to 
Yourswale in tracking down the 
petition. It seemed to have been lost 
for good - somewhere between 
Downing Street and the Department 
for Transport - but the power of the 
Press seems to have prevailed.”

“This is great news for Harry’s 
campaign and a boost to his effort 
to put his proposals to the full council 
at Kent County Council in a special 
debate.” 

The return of Mr Farrow’s petition 
means he needs just 2,000 more 
signatures and he can request the 
entire council at KCC to debate his 
campaign. 

KCC spokesman David Hall said 
while current austerity measures 
ruled out any immediate option of 
rail free travel, a meeting of the full 
council could discuss the council’s 
commitment to a concessionary fare 
system for the future.

Illegal immigrants hid 
in kiwi fruit delivery 

A LORRY load of illegal immigrants 
has been found stowed away in a 
kiwi fruit delivery bound for 
Sittingbourne. 

Using state of the art heartbeat 
technology ten Afghans and three 
Iranians were discovered in Calais 
just just before they entered the 
Channel Tunnel. 

The stowaways were handed over 
to the French border police. The 
Bulgarian driver and the Polish 
haulage company now each face a 
fine of up to £26,000. 

Carole Upshall, spokesperson for 
the UK Border Agency, said: “This 
incident shows why we base UK 
Border Agency staff in France - to 
stop would-be illegal immigrants 
before they reach the UK. 

“As well as using heartbeat 
detectors, officers also use sniffer 
dogs and carbon dioxide probes 
to find people hiding in vehicles.” 

Last year, the UK Border Agency 
stopped more than 29,000 individ¬ 
ual attempts to cross the Channel 
illegally and searched over one 
million freight vehicles.

Six-month expenses bill soars to over £13,000

MP for Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
Gordon Henderson has defended 
his expenses claim - the highest of 
all MPs in the South East. 

The Tory MP hit back after being branded a 
hypocrite for claiming £13,630 over six months. 

Mr Henderson said the majority of costs were 
incurred while setting up a constituency office, 
and after declining to claim for many expenses 
he had been left out of pocket. 

Mr Henderson said: “The bulk of the claims 
relate to the cost of setting up and running my 
constituency office, including stationery. The 
only other items relate to travelling to 
Westminster and undertaking official business 
travel within my constituency. 

“There are a range of expenses to which I am 
entitled that I do not claim, including over¬ 
night accommodation in London, meals when 
the House sits after 7pm, entertaining con¬ 
stituents when they visit Parliament and inci¬ 
dentals used in my constituency office such as 
cleaning materials and toilet rolls -1 pay for all 
these out of my own pocket.” 

Details of Mr Henderson’s expense claims 
were published by the Independent Parliamen-

tary Standards Authority (IPSA). 

Constituent Brian Collins, of Chilham 
Close, Sheemess, accused Mr Henderson of 
double standards. 

He said: “He was very critical when the

claims, particularly of Derek Wyatt. He said if 
he was elected that he would not put in for 
excessive claims. 

“I find it very hypocritical that in just 
six months he has claimed a massive £13,600. 
I am sure a lot of voters will not be happy 
with this.” 

However, Mr Henderson said he expected the 
total claims by other MPs to rise as they got to 
grips with the complicated IPSA system. 

He also pointed out that many MPs in the 
South-East had offices based at Westminster 
and were awarded a £7,000 travel allowance - 
making it unfair to compare like with like.

Water pistol woman 
jailed after yelling 
abuse at 'skagheads' 


GARRY Mann will not be released 
from a Portugeause jail in time for 
Christmas. 

His appeal for a state pardon has 
been rejected by state legislators. 

The 52-year-old’s family, includ¬ 
ing partner Suzanne Lloyd-Baker 
and his six daughters, has been left 
devastated by the news. 

Ms Baker, a mental health nurse, 
had hoped Mr Mann would serve 
the remainder of his two-year sen¬ 
tence in a British prison. 

The ex-firefighter was jailed for 
his part in violence during the 2004 
Euro football championships in the 
Algarve. Mr Mann has always 
maintained his innocence, saying he 
was convicted by a ‘kangaroo court’ 
in a language he did not understand. 

He was extradited to Portugal fol¬ 
lowing a lengthy extradition process 
under the new European arrest 
warrant system. 

Portuguese prosecutors were 
unhappy he was never forced to 
serve his sentence following his 
prosecution in 2004. Mr Mann has 
now spent seven months behind 
bars in Lisbon. Before his extradi¬ 
tion he told yourswale he had lost 
faith in the British justice system 
and was resigned to serving the two 
year sentence. 

Mr Mann is reported to have his 
own cell and television in prison. 
Suzanne is understood to have vis¬ 
ited him twice. 


DRUNK Naomi Butcher is behind 
bars after she broke an ASBO 
instmcting her to keep the peace, for 
swearing at dmg dealers. 

The following night the 27-year-old 
from French Close, Faversham, was 
arrested after threatening staff at 
an old people’s home with a 
kitchen knife. 

She admitted breaking the order, 
imposed in August last year, possess¬ 
ing a knife in a public place, and pub¬ 
lic order offences and was jailed for 
130 days. 

Butcher asked for a racially aggra¬ 
vated assault charge committed in 
Whitstable High Street to be taken 
into consideration at Sittingbourne 
Magistrates Court. 

James Nichols, prosecuting, said a 
Police Community Support Officer 
saw Butcher swearing at drug deal¬ 
ers outside her home in August call¬ 
ing them f—ing skagheads and 
telling them to leave immediately. 

Other officers were called and 
Butcher was arrested as she tried to 
leave the scene. 

The following day staff leaving 


Osbourne Court, Faversham, were 
confronted by Butcher and another 
woman in their car park. 

Mr Nichols said: “She told them she 
had a knife and was prepared to use 
it. It was at this point she produced a 
knife with a four inch blade from her 
shorts and called a member of staff a 
‘fat slag\ Then she started walking 
towards them clearly drunk.” 

In the incident in Whitstable High 
Street Butcher was the passenger 
in a car and was squirting people 
with a water pistol as it drove down 
the road. 

She squirted an Asian woman 
cyclist who she then punched and 
kicked while high on drugs. 

Chairman of the bench Colin 
Drake told a sobbing Butcher: ‘Your 
past record and your failure to com¬ 
ply with court orders mean we must 
send you to prison because of the 
seriousness of the offences and the 
risk to the public.” 

Geoff Playford, defending, said 
although she was in breach of her 
ASBO she was trying to get the drug 
dealers away from outside her home.

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Care order rise 
could lift threat 
to town's court

SOCIAL services are applying for 
so many care orders that closing 
Sittingbourne Magistrates could 
push the court system to collapse, 
lawyers have warned. 

Jonathan Hadlow, practice manager at 
DFD solicitors in Sittingbourne, says the 
number of family court hearings is rising at 
such a rate there is already a critical backlog. 

He said: “There has been a significant 
increase in care orders since the Baby P case. 
Whether this is because cases were not pre¬ 
viously picked up or social services are more 
under the spotlight is impossible to say. 

“However, this increase, together with the 
merger of three courts into one combined 
court at Chatham, has caused serious prob¬ 
lems. It means there is already a lack of fam¬ 
ily courts. If Sittingbourne court is closed, we 
are heading for trouble.” 

Family courts are used for a variety of pur¬ 
poses, including custody hearings and sepa¬ 
ration agreements. However, social services 
also use them to apply to the courts for per¬ 
mission to place a child into care, and the rise 
in this type of order has caused a backlog. 

The news follows the launch of an urgent 
review of 7,000 child protection cases after 
Kent County Council’s (KCC) services were 
found to be inadequate by Ofsted. 

The findings are embarrassing for the 
authority, particularly as they follow a 
nationwide review of child protection servic¬ 
es following the Baby P case.

Peter was a 17-month old boy who died in 
London after suffering more than 50 injuries 
over an eight-month period, during which he 
was repeatedly seen by Haringey Chldren’s 
services and NHS health professionals. 

The review, by KCC, will be audited by dis¬ 
trict managers by December 23. 

It is among a series of measures put in 
place since Ofsted carried out its unan¬ 
nounced inspection in August. The authority 
has also been warned social workers’ case 
loads should not exceed 30 each. Inspectors 
also criticised the management and educa¬ 
tion of looked-after children. 

KCC issued a public apology on November 
19. Council leader Paul Carter has promised 
a substantial improvement before Ofsted’s 
follow-up inspection in 12 months’ time. 

Sittingbourne Court is among 103 in 
England and Wales earmarked for closures 
in a proposal from the Ministry of Justice 
designed to save costs. 

The Ministry of Justice is expected to 
reveal the results of a consultation shortly

You are a KCC councillor - tell us a bit about that. 


A There are 84 elected members at KCC. Each 
represents an area called a Division. Since I 
was elected in 2009,1 have been proud to repre¬ 
sent the Division called Swale Central; which 
includes Lower Halstow, Iwade, Kemsley, Milton 
Regis, Tunstall and Sittingboume. It’s main 
functions include social services, education, 
transport, roads, waste disposal and planning, 
and is involved in many other ways to try to 
improve the lives of Kent residents. 


A How did you get involved in politics and what motivates 
you to keep going? 

A As a youngster I joined Sheppey Young 
Conservatives, helping out Roger Moate, our 
MP at the time. I was Swale council’s youngest 
member when elected in 1987. What keeps me 
going? The hope I’m making a difference. I was 
lucky enough to work in the media, meeting peo¬ 
ple eveiy day. Being a councillor can be a little 
like that; meeting people, hearing their concerns 
and trying to help. 

Q Why did you opt for the Conservative Party - what 
attracts you to it? 

A All political parties have members with a 
range of views from left to right. On balance, 
the conservative party has more in common 
with my values than other parties. When I 
joined in the 1980s it was about allowing people 
to buy their council houses and reducing the 


power of the trade unions. As a union member 
myself at that time, caught up in endless strikes, 
I could see the damage being done. I share the 
conservative view that improving society isn’t 
always about spending money, it’s often about 
changing the ways we do things and challenging 
old values - and that can be controversial. 

Q You sit on a number of committees including transport - 
tell us a bit about that? 

A KCC’s Cabinet makes most decisions, and 
backbenchers, like me, sit on committees 
called POSCs that examine proposals and 
question cabinet members. We also call in 
issues of concern, policies or decisions we are 
not happy about. I sit on two POSC; 
Environment, Highways, and Waste, and 
Children, Families and Education. 

I also sit on the Regulations Committee that 
looks after planning enforcement, village 
greens and public footpaths. Last month, I was 
appointed to the Cabinet Scrutiny Committee 
which oversees the work of the Cabinet. 

Q Public transport in Swale r especially the rail network is 
poor, what are you and KCC doing to improve this? 

A Good public transport in Swale is vital to our 
future growth. For many, it’s buses that pro¬ 
vide the only route to work or shops. KCC 
spends millions subsidising unprofitable bus 
routes, and introduced the Freedom Pass. I’ve 
spent some of my Members Highway Fund on a 
minibus service into Sittingboume to replace 


the Wormshill Post Bus. I have pushed to get 
KCC’s commitment to fight for better rail serv¬ 
ices. Trains in Swale are controlled by a fran¬ 
chise written by government and operated by 
Southeastern. KCC is talking to all parties to 
produce a Kent Rail Action Plan that will be dis¬ 
cussed at a Kent Rail Summit in April and pre¬ 
sented to government. 

Q How long will this take, when can people expect to see 
an improvement? 

A The franchise covering Swale ends in 2012. 

However, despite the dreadful experience of 
passengers in last week’s snow, it’s likely to be 
extended to 2014 because Southeastern is meet¬ 
ing targets set by the previous government.

If Southeastern loses its franchise what will happen, 
[what are the options? 

It will be awarded to another train compa¬ 
ny. 


Q What can commuters do to get more involved in the 
process and have a voice? 

A Join a rail-user group, found online, and pull 
together views of passengers. Put specific 
complaints in writing to Southeastern to ensure 
they’re formally recorded. Information about 
complaining is at Direct.gov.uk. If you’ve got 
suggestions send them to me at County Hall, 
Maidstone, ME 14 1XX, or email mike.whit- 
ing@kent.gov.uk. Ill feed them to the team 
preparing the Rail Action Plan.

Heath's story 

UNTIL a few years ago Heath, 37, was a 
married father of two young children. 

He owned his house and ran his own 
roofing company However, after develop¬ 
ing a serious alcohol problem he lost the lot 
and suffered a mental breakdown. 

At his worst he was living rough in an 
orchard and foraging in bins for food. 
Heath arrived at The Quays in 2009. 

Intelligent, articulate and well turned 
out, Heath said: “I had a serious alcohol 
problem and had reached rock bottom. I 
had it all and lost the lot. There’s no one to 
blame but myself. 

“At the end of a particularly bad bender I 
just sat and thought there must be more to 
life than this. The Quays has helped to 
change all that. 

“I’ve had counselling for a year and my 
whole outlook has changed. I’ve always 
had nice things and I’ll have nice things 
again but it’s not the priority. If you take up 
every opportunity there is on offer here you 
can patch yourself up and start to mend 
but you have to start to mend yourself.” 

Heath has made such progress he is now 
an integral part of community life at The 
Quays. He has used his building skills to 
undertake desperately needed mainte¬ 
nance work at the centre and built an 
impressive fish pond. 

He also sits on the tenant’s panel and has 
become a trusted ear for both residents 
and staff.

WALKING into The Quays in 
Sittingboume reminds me a little 
of a university halls of residence. 

With its pastel coloured walls, modem decor 
and furnishings, it’s a warm and friendly place 
and I feel instantly at home. The large com¬ 
mon room is clean and tidy with a plasma tel¬ 
evision providing a centrepiece - surrounded 
by a set of huge comfortable sofas. 

There’s no bad smell. No stains on the car¬ 
pet. No empty beer cans lying around and not 
a cardboard box in sight. So unless I’d known 
differently I would never have guessed I was 
in a homeless refuge. 

The Quays has long been perceived as a bit 
of a doss house - a place for down and outs, 
junkies and drunks to pitch up. 

Donna Lee, the centre manager, tells me 
shortly after she arrived in August 2007 there 
was an armed siege, and trouble, dmgs and 
the police were never far from the door. 

So what has changed? A lot it would seem. 
First, The Quays is no longer a drop in centre. 
It’s now a vibrant and critical resource - a 
home, social club, hospital, school; friend and 
family all rolled into one. 

Second, it’s run by a highly skilled and huge¬ 
ly dedicated team of staff. 

Third, it’s full of people like you and I. People 
whose lives have been turned upside down by 
divorce, a failed business, addiction or bereave¬ 
ment. People who are trying to put themselves 
back together. 

“Homelessness isn’t a full stop in someone’s 


life,” Donna tells me. 

“It’s just a comma. It can happen to anyone 
at anytime and it doesn’t discriminate.” 

There are 20 flats at The Quays and 64 
rooms - all with modem facilities providing a 
roof for people aged between 18 and 64. For 
those over 64 there is sheltered accommoda¬ 
tion in Faversham. 

On arrival, each resident is allocated a key 


worker and has access to a raft of support 
services including counsellors, addiction work¬ 
ers, health visitors, benefit advisors, careers 
advisors and job centre workers. The centre 
recently teamed up with Canterbury Christ¬ 
church College, which donated 15 computers 
and now provides literacy, numeracy and com¬ 
puting courses to the residents. 

It’s clear part of the turnaround is down to

Craig's story 

AT EIGHTEEN, this young man has had 
so many knocks you’d forgive him for 
being a surly and angry teenager. 

However, Craig is warm, open and 
charming and happily shares his story, 
including his ambitions for a better future. 

Brought up in a series of care homes 
Craig found himself homeless when he left 
the care system to move in with his ex¬ 
partner. The relationship quickly fell apart 
and he found himself without a home. 

After sofa surfing for a period of time 
The Quays offered him a room. 

“If I wasn’t here I’d be on the streets. The 
people in here aren’t bad people. I want to 
get on and settle down like everyone else,” 
he told me emphatically. 

Craig has taken advantage of the educa¬ 
tion on offer at the The Quays, including 
literacy and numeracy courses. A passion¬ 
ate chef, he has his sights on running his 
own restaurant. 



the regime. The Quays is no soft option. 
Residents are expected to put in as much as 
they take out and there is a zero tolerance on 
antisocial behaviour, drugs and violence. 

“This is no doss house,” Donna tells me 
emphatically. It couldn’t be further from the 
truth. We are very strict on drink and drugs. 
Any hint and people are out the door.” 

So serious are they, sniffer dogs regularly 


come in to hunt for drugs and staff work close¬ 
ly with the police, probation and prison service 
- proactively dealing with problems head on 
before they have chance to take hold. 

'We expect people to give something back,” 
adds Donna. 

“Particularly with the younger people, we try 
to instil a sense of social responsibility.” 

The population at The Quays is made up 
from all walks of life. Today its inhabitants 
include 24 young people, a number of physical¬ 
ly disabled people and one blind resident. 

On arrival, residents generally go into 
shared accommodation, where they have a 
good sized, furnished room to themselves, and 
access to a shared kitchen and bathroom. 

As they progress a purpose built block of 
flats provides them with the opportunity to 
take up a tenancy and adapt to independent 
living before moving into the community. 

“People will stay here for between six 
months and two years,” said Donna. “The aim 
is for them to be ready before they leave so 
they are prepared. If they can’t cope here they 
won’t cope on the outside and they’ll end up 
homeless again.” 

As part of their stay residents are supported 
in mastering basic life skills: paying bills, 
shopping on a budget and cooking a simple 
meal. As time goes on they are encouraged to 
set-up a bottom draw - obtaining the essen¬ 
tials to start their own home. 

Funding the project is a continual struggle. 
The centre relies heavily on its own fund-rais¬ 
ing and charitable donations. It’s warming to 
hear many of the local schoolchildren have 
taken the centre to their hearts. 

Donna tells me Fulston Manor recently 
raised hundreds of pounds, while Highsted 
Grammar pupils made the centre the focus of 


Roger's story 

AT 43, Roger has been homeless on and off 
for much of his adult life. 

He first came to The Quays in 1985 
when it was still an Army barracks. Roger 
is what the professionals describe as “tran¬ 
sient” - someone who is unable to adapt to 
normal life and continues to end up on the 
streets. 

“You had to get here by 8pm and queue 
up for a room and if you didn’t get here on 
time you’d be on the street,” Roger tells me 
as he recalls what the centre used to be 
like. 

‘You got one pillow, one blanket and one 
sheet and you slept on the floor. 

“There was a soup canteen where you 
could be fed but there was a lot of violence. 

It wasn’t very nice. 

“It’s more like a home now, there’s no 
trouble at the door and the staff are very 
nice and want to help you.” 

their harvest festival work. 

“We can use almost anything,” Donna says. 
“The churches were brilliant during harvest 
festival. The food we received goes into an 
emergency supply, so no-one goes hungry.” 

With many people arriving with just the 
clothes on their back nothing of use is ever 
turned away. 

Donna is right. Homelessness isn’t a full- 
stop in someone’s life, it’s just a comma.

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Clever twist between good and 
evil but film fails to be distinctive

SUPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so 
super without scheming Lex 
Luthor, while Batman’s cowl and 
utility belt would gather dust were 
it not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. 

Light or dark occasionally triumphs but 
invariably the balance of power shifts between 
them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously 
made Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind 
is a fast-paced computer animated adventure 
that asks if a villain could become a hero when 
the entire world is pitted against him. 

The role reversal taps into a rich vein of 
humour and screenwriters Alan J Schoolcraft 
and Brent Simons have fun plundering the 
conventions of the genre. 

They pepper the script with pop culture ref¬ 
erences, wry one-liners and visual gags like 
the No You Can’t posters which the epony¬ 
mous villain plasters over the city in a sly dig 
at Barack Obama’s election promises. 

There is also an affectionate nod to Marlon 
Brando’s scenery-chewing portrayal of 
Superman’s father Jor-El. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, fam¬ 
ily-friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 and 
How To Train Your Dragon, McGrath’s film 
lacks that special something to distinguish it 
from the crowd. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is sepa¬ 
rated from his alien parents as a child and 
crash-lands on Earth, where he grows up in 
the Metro Prison For The Criminally Gifted. 

Surrounded by thieves, murderers and 
degenerates, he discovers his calling. 

“Being bad is the one thing I’m good at!” he 
giggles, sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivaliy 
with dashing hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt), who 
gets all of the applause and the girls, including 
TV journalist Roxanne Ritchi (Tina Fey). 

Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate 


plans comes to fruition and Metro Man is 
destroyed, allowing the villain and his loyal 
henchman, Minion (David Cross), to take 
charge of Metro City. 

Unthinkably, the villain develops strong feel¬ 
ings for Roxanne. 

“The one thing I do know: the bad guy never 
gets the girl,” Minion reminds him. 

“Maybe I don’t want to be the bad guy,” 
shockingly replies Megamind. 

Perhaps Roxanne’s snivelling cameraman 
(Jonah Hill) could provide a novel solution to 
the predicament. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good 


use of the 3D technology during the action 
sequences. 

Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell 
tugs the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, 
who is tired of striking fear into everyone he 
meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements 
from Shrek and The Incredibles and produces 
an entertaining hybrid that should have par¬ 
ents chuckling with glee. 

However, with the focus on the unlikely 
romance and a noticeable absence of cute sup¬ 
porting characters, young audiences may be 
bored out of their not-so-mega minds.

FLASHBACK: Ian Hislop looks at the people who changed 
Victorian Britain in a new BBC history series on Monday nights 


NINETEENTH century history can be 
pretty boring particularly on the domestic 
front. All I can remember is the endless 
arguments that surrounded the repeal of 
the Com Laws and I’ve forgotten what 
they were. 

Despite this, Ian Hislop has chosen the 
leading figures in social change that hap¬ 
pened during that time as the focus of his 
new series. 

In ‘The Age of the Do-Gooders’ (Monday 
BBC2 9pm) he puts the spotlight on men 
and women who looked at Victorian broken 
Britain and said, “Something must be done” 
and more importantly, “I am going to do it”. 

He has chosen men such as William 
Wilberforce, who successfully campaigned 
to have slavery abolished in the British 
Empire. Although his most famous achieve¬ 
ment, he was also involved in setting up the 
RSPCA and other moral cmsades. 

A reformed lad-about-town himself the 
programme revealed he had a vision one

night of a decayed and decadent society. 
Wilberforce vowed to change his ways and 
expected everyone else to do the same. 

In fact satirists like Mr Hislop of the 
time, painted him as a bit of a spoilsport. 

When the country was changing rapidly 
because of the industrial revolution these 
busybodies introduced changes that made 
Britain a modem society with a conscience. 

Another revolutionary the programme 
focused on was Charles Trevelyan who bat¬ 
tled to reform the civil service. His new 
exams meant people were appointed on 
merit and no longer in politicians’ pockets. 

In the area of social housing Octavia Hill 
became a leading figure. She bought up 
houses to rent to the poor. She was a strict 
landlady demanding homes be kept clean 
and were regularly inspected by her follow¬ 
ers. She opposed cash hand-outs or anything 


that might create a dependency culture but 
essentially invented the field of social work. 

Hislop intersperses the show with chats 
to commentators such as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury Dr Rowan Williams. 

The series opened with him wearing a 
tall top hat making him appear like a cross 
between Bertie Bassett and Penfold from 
Dangermouse. 

Although a worthy examination of his 
subjects’ achievements it could have 
focused more on the character of his idols. 
The Private Eye editor is an interesting 
presenter but the programme was too full 
of him talking to camera. I would have 
liked to have heard more from the Do- 
Gooders themselves. 

However, if you like your history present¬ 
ed in a straightforward manner, this pro¬ 
gramme gives these pioneers the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve. Most of us take for 
granted their reforms which make life so 
much better for us today.

surprisingly comfortable and good at handling 
the bumps and thumps of roads still scarred 
by the winter of 2009/10. 

Even with the roof folded, the boot is large 
for this class and I can imagine Renault 
sticking batteries in the back for a future 
electric Wind - would anyone bet against ads 
featuring wind turbines? 

The cabin is fairly short of stowage though, 
with minimal door pockets, so the most likely 
buyer must stash her handbag behind one of 
the seats if she is carrying a passenger. 

And she won’t like the exterior door handles 
either; I have it on good authority that these 
will play merry hell with the manicure. 

Our flagship Collection model had the leather 
and heated seats pack (£950) and sporty touch¬ 
es such as alloy pedals, leather-clad wheel and 
gearshift, and a red visor crowning the clocks 
and gauges in the binnacle. 

The quality of the cabin materials generally 
though is average for a car priced from 
£15,500, too close to the street cred and extra 
two seats of the BMW Mini Convertible and 
the classic two-seater style of the Mazda MX- 
5 - a proper grown-up roadster, which also has 
the option of a folding hardtop.

Breastfeeding saves 
the NHS millions 

Encouraging women to breastfeed 
for longer makes perfect sense for 
mum, baby and the NHS - so we 
welcome any move that will 
support this. 

Although breastfeeding rates in 
Swale have been comparatively low 
in the past, there has recently been 
a 12 per cent rise in the number of 
mums feeding their babies 
naturally at six weeks, which is 
excellent news. 

Natural feeding gives babies a 
better chance of fighting off 
common childhood infections such 
as coughs, colds, stomach upsets, 
ear infections and thrush. They are 
also at lower risk of developing 
diabetes, asthma, eczema and 
obesity in later life, and are one- 
third less at risk of cot death. It’s 
good for mums, too, as 
breastfeeding reduces the risk of 
breast and ovarian cancer and 
results in stronger bones in later 
life. Ultimately, breastfeeding saves 
the NHS money. Recent figures 
estimatea ten per cent rise in 
national breastfeeding rates could 
save the health service between 
£2m and £5m per year. 

Not everyone finds breastfeeding 
easy and many new parents need 
support and encouragement to get 
them started. As well as seeing 
their midwife, families in Kent can 
talk to a peer supporter, a local 
mum with breastfeeding experience 
who has been trained to provide 
information during pregnancy and 
beyond. There are many groups 
where peer supporters meet and 
your local children’s centre can give 
details of the groups in your area.

Now 91 and living in Australia, Tich Palliser, 
wartime hero, asked his daughter Gill to sign him up 
to Facebook so he could feel part of the anniversary 
commemorations for what he and his mates had done. 

He was “absolutely thrilled” to find so many people 
who still cared about the veterans. 

This week, Gill posted another message pointing out 
that she had now (thanks to Facebook) managed to 
trace the son of Tich’s best friend from 249 Squadron. 
“This is so wonderful for my dad,” she told the world. 

So, yes, Facebook has its faults, but even if making 
Tich Palliser feel valued and helping him find the 
family of one of his long-lost friends is the only good 
thing it ever does, it will have been worth all the “LOL 
JKS” in Christendom. But there is, of course, one more 
thing it can do. It can inspire you, gentle reader, to visit 
www.battleofbritainmemorial.org and contribute to 
the appeal that will help future generations continue 
to remember Tich and his colleagues.

Market is still under 
pressure as sales fall 

HM REVENUE & Customs has 
revealed a slump in the number of 
homes sold in October in the UK. 

According to its figures, 79,000 homes 
valued at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on 
an annual basis. 

However, the figure was 1,000 higher 
than that for September. 

The ongoing lack of mortgage avail¬ 
ability and economic uncertainty contin¬ 
ues to put pressure on the housing mar¬ 
ket, say analysts. 

Recently the British Bankers’ 
Association revealed a further fall in the 
number of new mortgages approved by 
the major banks in October. 

According to the BBA, the number of 
new mortgages approved in the month fell 
to 30,766, down from 31,058 in September 
- representing the lowest level since 
March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures have confounded analysts’ 
expectations of a rise to 31,300 and con¬ 
tinue to suggest that the mortgage mar¬ 
ket will remain subdued over the coming 
months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and 
the Bank of England have both reported 
falls in mortgage lending over recent 
months. 

Lack of rentals homes 
will lead to price hikes 

THE average price of renting a home in 
Britain is “definitely” set to increase in 
the short term and could continually rise 
over the next two years, the property 
website LettingZone has said. 

Mark Gamer, founder and director of 
the group, says that many tenants are 
choosing to stay in their existing homes 
in a bid to save money. As a result, fewer 
properties are coming on to the market. 

“Rents are definitely on the way up 
purely because of the lack of supply,” he 
said. 

“There are no new properties coming 
on the market, so supply and demand 
[means] rent prices will go up. They 
won’t race away, but they will go up a few 
per cent definitely.” 

Mr Garner’s comments follow a 
Rightmove report, which found that 41.7 
per cent of British tenants expect rental 
prices to rise in the coming year. 

He went on to say that changes to local 
housing allowance in 2011 could result 
in further rental price increases, due to 
the intensifying “pressure” placed on the 
private rented sector.
